Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's reasoning for objecting to the 
Final Rejection for being incomplete and premature is incorrect. The examiner addressed the applicant's argument concerning the 
motivation for combining references (see pg. 2, par 4 of the Final Rejection) and the amendments to claims 17-19 necessitated the Final 
Rejection. The argument that Lee teaches away from the claimed invention is simply incorrect since the clasps and brackets enable 
detachability of compartments. Finally, having the cabinets of different sizes will not put the application in condition for allowance since 
the change in size for the intended use is a design consideration within the skill of the art. In re Leshin, 227 F.2d 197, 125 USPQ 416
